Some Summer Hints. 

Tbe busy days are upon us aud the 
hot weather. Many people are too 
busy to be sick and too cBreleas to be 
well. Summer ia the time for a re 
newal of life aud vigor, but uuleaa 
there ia a little knowledge of Xature'a 
laws and a good deal of carefulness 
in following them it ia more likely to 
liea "sickly season " 

In the first place, Nature iuvites us 
with a thousand voices to come out of 
doors into the suushiue and fresh air. 
Let your broad open porch or the big 
shady tree iu your yard be your sit- 
ting room Open your doors and 
windows and invite the air into your 
houses. Sunshine and fresh air are 
the cheapest and beat of medicines 
unil disinfectants. Stop several timea 
a day to draw iu long deep breaths: 
learn to breathe deeply and take this 
medicine regularly. 

Next, drink much water,— not at 
meal time hut the first thing in the 
morning, the last thing at night, (and 
ofteu lietweeu meals. The system is 
clogged with waste matter aud needs 
Hushing with water. The sweat 
glands of the skin are demanding wa- 
ter and water must be supplied them. 

Water is needed on the outside as 
well as the inside. The pores of the 
skin must l>e kept open so the body 
cau rid itself of the many impuritiea 
carried by the blood. Iu the akin 
there are millions of these little 
mouths we call pitrrs and they muat 
not be stopped up with dirt or the 
health will suffer. Water outside 
tnl inside then, pleuty of it and often. 

The bixly demands a differnt kind 
of food iu hot weather from that need 
ed in cold, and Nature gives us broad 
hints on this subject. Summer is the 
time of fruits aud vegetblsa The hens 
lay better, the cows give more milk 
Nature covers our hills with black 
berry vinoa and huckleberry bushes. 
Neither does she forget the strawber- 
ry aud raspberry Through taste aud 
smell she urges us to partake of the 
fruits she provides in such abundance. 

Let us be wise then and follow her 
teachings, substitute milk aud egga 
for meat and eat of the veglablea and 
fruit she provides.

Chick weed is the baue of the 
strawberry business when once it gets j 
iu, aud it must t>e fought relentlessly. ! 
It is impossible to estimate the eost 
of weediug in the spring l>ecause 'of j 
the chickweed. The weediug of the j 
strawberry bed can be done safely at 
any time before the fruit is ripe, but 1 
belt results are secured when doue as | 
early in the Spring as possible. If 
done late iu the season aud the weath 
er ia dry the plants will be disturlied 
and much loss of crop will result 
iTo aaaaattMat.)

POSSIBLE PROFITS IN STRAW 



What a Naw Ver h Grower Says 

The strawl)erry bed that has l>«eu 
cared for properly, costing iu tbe 
neighborhood of $100 up to the first 
winter, ought to produce on an aver 
age fi.lKJO ■ | Hurts of berries to the acre, 
ami these ought to sell at an average 
price of 10 cents per quart. There 
are people who have claimed to get 
20,000 quarts to the acre, and I have 
myself raised at the rat* of lfi.OOO 
<|uartsof Crescents and 1M.200 quarts 
of Parker harle to the acre. I think 
I could do as well with such kinds as 
Sample, Sunshine, Olen Mary, Ridge 
way. Clyde. Barton and several others. 
There are other varieties that will not 
produce quite as many quarts, but 
Is-iug earlier or later, will bring as 
much money There are always off 
years, caused by grubs, droughts, ex- 
cessively wet weather, frosts, etc , aud 
5,000 quarts to the acre is a good safe 
average for the average well-tended 
strawberry bed. The varieties that 
are especially adapted for my section 
are Kidgeway, Hough Kider, Sun- 
shine, Olen Mary, Clyde, Johnson's 
Karly, Seaford and Barton. 

The first thing to do with the straw 
Imrry »>ed iu the spring, before the 
f ruitiug season, is to remove the cover 
ing. This we do by raking lightly 
into the paths with garden rakes. 
The straw is then carried off the field 
aud placed on the ends of the rows. 
Then a good dressing of commercial 
fertilizer is scattered by hand right on 
the row of plants, and bruahed in by 
going over with broom. We aim to 
put ou TiOO pounds to the acre of fer- 
tilizer that aualy/es about 1*90 per 
cent nitrogen, six per cent phosphoric 
acid (available), 10 per cent potash. 
Some of the rows are dug cloae for 
plants. We do uot dig up the entire 
row. but dig all the young plants, 
leaving the old or parent plant to 
bear fruit. The reason we do not 
dig the old plants up is that no one

A tabulation of the men promiuent 
in the life of our nation brings out 
the same facts even more promiuently 
A list of the Presidents, memliers of 
the Supreme Cjurt.

We tie not say that 
every youug persou should go through 
college, for we kuow that this is out 
of the reach of most of them, but we 
do say that it pays every one who can 
possibly secure this training. Dr 
Smith makes four geuenil statements, 
drawn from his statistics. 

Hefiudsthat the uneducated per 
son has only one chance in |."iO,000 of 
attaining distinction A common 
school education will increase bia 
chances nearly four times. A high 
school education will increase his 
chauces twenty three times over tbe 
common school boy, or about ninety 
times over the uneducated one. The 
college educatiou increases his chauces 
over the high school l>oy about uiue 
times, over tbe common school boy 
about 220 times, and over tbe utiedu 
eu ted one more than eight hundred 
times. 

Such an advautage iu the competi 
tions of life lead us to think of a col- 
lege education as much more than a 
luxury. It is a power, ami an ad t an 
tage. an opportunity, to be grasped 
by eaery one within whose read, it ia. 
Let the opening years of life be de 
voted, se far aa possible, to the buai 
of preparing for the duties ami
